Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114

Allowable Claims 

4. Claims 8-1 2 and 1 5 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record are Shang et al. (U.S. 5,788,778), Nicolas (U.S. 5,284,605) and 
KanA^acki et al (U.S. 5,569,151). 

While teaching a method of cleaning a deposition chamber with fluorine species 
comprising delivery of fluorine gas into remote plasma chamber, that is outside of the 
deposition chamber, activating fluorine gas utilizing microwave energy and flowing the 
activated fluorine gas species from the remote chamber into the deposition chamber to 
clean the inside of the deposition chamber, Shang fails to provide the steps of 
generating fluorine gas from hydrofluoric acid on-site, while the generator of fluorine is 
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connected to the processing system, or in communication with the processing system, 
as instantly claimed, through on-site positioned storage unit, and wherein the process of 
converting the hydrofluoric acid to fluorine proceeds through the formation of gaseous 
mixture, consisting essentially of hydrofluoric acid gas and fluorine gas. 

Even the HF is routinely utilized for the production of fluorine, which can be 
stored and transported in special containers, as provided, for example by Nicolas and 
KanA/acki, the steps of generating fluorine gas from hydrofluoric acid on-site in 
communication with the processing system through on-site positioned storage unit, are 
not anticipated or suggested fairly by prior art references. 

No other prior art that anticipates or suggests fairly the instant claims has been 
located as of the date of this office action. Therefore, claims 8-12 and 15 are allowed 
over the prior art of record.
